Iienlliu*. He talked lo no one save on 
business. Wlieti lie seltled in Little 
Book, whither he liad come from .-\la- 
hama after he had been defeated in 
candidacy for the I'niteil States senate, 
nil the Imr called on him, hut he re¬ 
ceived them witli repelling coldness, 
and returned no visits. He had a wife, 
lint nolxxly ever saw her—wonderful 
thing eonshlerliig the small slzi* of 
Little Hock at that time. 

During the seven years of his so¬ 
journ he in*ver crossed any man’ 
threshold, ami no man cro-'-yed his. 
In riding tlie circuit he always rode 
alone, iiermitllng no eompiuiloiishlp, 
and while lu attendance on court he 
would, if the weather jiermltted, live 
In a tent pitched In the neighboring 
wood, xvhere he might not have to look 
on the hated face of his fellow man. 

Yet this modern TInion, a thousand 
times more embittered and malignant 
than he of .Ythens, was a devout 
(,’hristlan, assiduous in his attendance 
at church, ami always speaking with 
intense religious conviction. But this 
strange, invisible wife did not appear 
even on the salibath. 

A.S a lawyer he was a terror. Ills 
knowledge of law was prodigious and 
his memory of authorities almost su¬ 
perhuman. He could write out any of 
the verbose, involved common law 
pleadings word for word ns they ap¬ 
peared In Chitty without looking at the 
book. He was a master of every techni¬ 
cality by which his adversary could be 
humiliated and overthrown, and when 
he arose to speak none could resist the 
fierce twrrenit of his fiery eloquence. 
He spared no one and feared no one;

the slag, tlie .setiiu of tin? molten iron, \ 
is utilized in tin' maniifaetnre of ce¬ 
ment. Aliout tile only waste element 
is tlie lieat esiaiping from tlie eiMiling , 
ingots of iron, and some enterprising ' 
genius may yet devisi' a iilan of stor¬ 
age liattery wliereliy tliis lost energy 
may be usihI to luiteli our chickens.
